T* He 0rdizary firſt undertook this ſer- 
vice,to the Community, of publiſh- 
ing the Account of the Behaviour 


and Confeſſions of theCondemned Crimi- 
nals in Newgate, that no perſons might be 
 ' impoſed upon by others, who preſumed to 
Print falſe Reports concerning them. 


Now, whereas ſome of late have ex- 


pected that an Account ſhould begiven of 


+ Confeſſions to be made at” Tyburs. "This 
"the 0rdinary hath endeavoured to bring 
” the dying MalefaCtors unto, but they: are 
* ſomwhat Averſe to it there, becauſe they 
' cannot be well heard, by- reaſon of the 


Noiſe of the People, beſides the Conſters 
natidn which isupon them , being 'ready' 
to be Executed, makes them ſay little, but 


- only thus. Take warning, xot to come to 


this Fatal Place, to which we ars brought, by 
the neglett of our Duty to God and Mar; 
and «or ly defire only, that the Ordizary 
would pray with them, and that they may 
do the like for themſelves.

This Account therefore he now gives,

He loudly calls them to Repentance , 
that ſo they may eſcape the Wrath which 
is rocome, 

Upon thus, they began to be awakened 
from their Security in an Evi) State, and 
to lament their former flagitious Courſes, 
which Relenting; the Ordizary Encoura- 
geo yet adviſed them not-to rely on any 

ight forrow for. Sin, as if this were any 
ſatisfaction to God, for all the Exorbizmn« 

ces of their Converſations. 
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 Trugand Falſe Repentance, and the Na- 
ture:df True Fazth ia coming to God for 
Reconciliation by Chriſt, to which, they 
were very attentive. . 

On Saturday I viſited them again; and 


told them that F expefted a further Ao- 


count from them! of their fitneſs to Dye, 
than whiar T had atreddy recerved: - 

I enquired what Frame and Diſpoſition 
of Heart they were inat preſent : Whither

Then asking them what Hope they had, 
that God wis reconciled to them in Chriſt, 
they replyed ; That they Prayed and did 
ihat they could, to obtain the Pardon of 
their Sins, and that they might be ſaved. 1 
aſſured them, that if they were willing to 
be happy on God's Terms, viz. If they de- 
ſired ſincerely to be Holy as much as to be 
Happy, then Chriſt's ſanQifying Spirit 
would become their Comforter. 6 

Then I Exhorted them to prepare for 
the Duties of the Lords Day ; becauſe it 
was likely to be the laſt Sabbath they would 
ſpend upon Earth. |

plyed with his deſires. 
John Toy, about 19 or 20. Years of Ape, 


{aid that he was bred a Seaman, was the 


fourth Mate-in an Ezff-Inzdia Ship, had 
5o 5. pzr Month Wages ; might have li- 
ved well onthe Sea Employment, and 1n- 
tended for a Voyage 1na Ship now ready 
to put to Sea : But for two Months paſt he 
fell into bad Company , which miſs-led 
him into fome Extravegancies, as Drink - 
ing, andother mils- {pending of his time.. 
He denyed not the' Fatt for which the is 
Condemned. Idlenefs he ſaid, brought 
on the neglect of his Daty to God, where- 
by, he took to this unlawful Courſe of 


taking money by Violence : Bur he ſays. 


It is the firſt Fact of this Nature that he 
Committed. He affirmed, that it is no 
little trouble to kim, that he hath ſinned 
againſt clear Light, and the frequent Con= 
victions of his Conſcience, which now 
Recurr to mind, and do aggravate the ſins 
of his miſs-ſpent Life.

I told him and the othex Criminals, how 
deceitful the heart of man 1s ; this hath too 
often Þezn ſadly experienced in ſome, who 
after they have been Reprieved and ſet at 
Liberty, have abuſed God and the King's 
mercy, by the greater aggravation of 
their ſins, having been Cut off in a ſhort 
time by publick Juſtice, for Committing - 
freſh and greater Crimes. I admeniſhed 
them therefore, to diſtruſt their own 
hearts, for as much as ſincere Repentance 
is not ſo eaſie a work after ſin hath been 


. ſtrengthened þy cuſtome, and that it re- 


quires ſome conſiderable time to manifeſt 
the ſound Fruits and effefts thereof. But 
ſome Criminals after they are ſpared, for- 
get theVows made to God in their diſtreſs, 
and their good Reſolutions of Reformati- 
on vaniſh, when their fears of Death are 
blown over. 

Upon this, they did fay, that they did 
pray to God, that' they might be ſincere 
in their ſorrow for their {in, and that his 
Grace hitherto, had lead them to Repen-: 
tance, | 

Secondly, John Steers, was Condemn- 
ed for breaking up the houſe of Edward 


Wiſeman, on the 4th. of March laſt, and 


Apprehended in the Proſecutors houſe. He 
{aid that he was Born in Middleſex,at Shad- 
well, that he is Nineteen Years of Age. 
the Employment he was bred up to, was 
to bea Seaman; that he had ſerved his 
Majeſty formerly in the War againſt the 
Dutch, that afterwards he was entertain- 
'£d as a Soldier at T azzter ; that ſince the 
Demoliſhing the Forts there, he came 


over into England, and wiſhes that he had 


not followed an Idle Courſe of Life : This 
brought him to Poverty, and was the. 
temptaiion of joyning himſelf ro bad Com- 


pany, and to contract acquaintance with 


ſome Leud Women. He expreſt himſelf 
to-be penitent for all his other fins, which 
he ſaid were many and great. It grieved 
him that he had not obſerved the Lords 
Day, that he had neglected ro Pray, that 
God would daily keephim from Tempta- 
tions of ſinning againſt him. Bur he ho- 
ped thatihe would give him Faith and Re- 
tance, to fit him for-another World, 

That he doth pot diſpair of Gods mer- 
cy, but endeavour what he can to make
